Great Britain is spending 
250,000 pounds. or $700,000 
each day on “Operation Mau 
Mau.” A mass fine has been as- 
sessed against the Kikuyu tribe 
to defray the expense of hunt- 
ing down, jailing and killing 
their own members. Tens of 
thousands of Africans have been 
arrested and an equal number 
have been evicted from their 
homes and forced to march with 
their meagre belongings-to new 
locations. Hangings take place 
daily and “ane ons of Africans 
have been killed in cold blood, 
while others are left to starve. 

Obviously, this is no attempt 
to establish “law and order,” 
this is an attempt to force an 
alien rule upon a people who 
are resisting. And British Colo- 
nial Secretary Oliver Littleton 
has been forced to admit that 
the situation in Kenya is not an 
“emergency but a full scale 
war.

MOST ADULTS CAN RE- 
MEMBER the town of Lidice, 
Czechoslovakia. We can remem- 
ber how Heinrich Heydrich, the 


_ Nazi butcher ordered the male 


inhabitants of Lidice killed and 
the town razed, Everyone re- 
members the womefi and chil- 
dren of Lidice. And we all hat- 
ed Heydrich for the monster 
which he was. 

Heydrich was looking for 
“terrorists,” too. He accused 


every man in Lidice of being a 


ee 


member of a “terrdrist” organi- 
zation because the citizens of 
Lidice would not betray one of 
their fellows. The German peo- 
ple were conditioned to accept 
the Nazis word that an Czech 
— or anyone for that matter — 
who did .not want to accept the 
“protection” of Der Fuehrer 
was a Communist “terrorist.” 

Our metropolitan newspapers 
have sent their “experts” to Af- 
rica to report what they saw 
from the viewpoint of the white 
rulers. The New York Times 
sent C. L. Sulzberger, its rov- 
ing correspondent; Hearst's In-

The Africans in Kenya are 
fighting for their survival as a 
people; they are fighting for their 
land, their institutions, their fam- 
ilies, their dignity. They are en- 
gaging in a war. The Council 
on African Affairs bulletin points 
out: 

“This is war. People fighting 
for their lives cannot afford to 
be merciful to informers, spies, 
and others who collaborate with 
the enemy. People fighting for 
freedom cannot afford the lux- 
ury of tolerance toward betray- 
ers. War is not pretty. Neither 
is colonial oppression, that breeds 
war. 5
